To  the  Chairmen  and  Councillors  of  the  Constituent  Authorities. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  South 
Oxfordshire  Combined  Districts  for  1943,  which  has  been  com¬ 
piled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Circular  10/44  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  15th  February,  1944.  Reports  are 
to  be  confined  to  essential  and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected 
public  health  during  the  year,  especially  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  statistics  for  each  district  are  shewn  in 
the  body  of  the  Report.  In  all  the  areas  the  Birth  Rate  has 
either  increased  or  remained  stationary. 

Out  of  a  total  of  1,414  births  there  have  been  no  maternal 
deaths  either  from  puerperal  sepsis,  or  from  an  associated  puer¬ 
peral  cause.  This  gives  a  Maternal  Mortality  rate  of  nil  per  1,000 
as  compared  with  1.84  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

Infectious  Diseases.—  There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks 
of  disease  attributable  to  war  conditions,  although  Scarlet  Fever 
has  been  somewhat  more  prevalent  throughout  the  year. 

Tuberculosis. — There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis,  although,  taking  the  districts  as 
a  whole,  the  death  rate  has  decreased. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — The  scheme  for  the  protection  of 
children  against  Diphtheria  has  continued.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  children  attending  schools  in  the  districts  to  be 
immunised  by  the  School  Medical  Officers,  the  District  Councils 
accepting  financial  responsibility.  In  the  case  of  children  under 
five  years  the  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres — 
where  the  County  Council  accepts  financial  cost — or  else  may  be 
done  by  any  general  practitioner  under  the  scheme  suggested  by 
the  Ministry  in  Circular  2753.  The  co-operation  of  the  doctors 
has  ensured  the  good  results  obtained — as  set  out  in  this  Report.

Scabies. — There  has  been  less  Scabies  throughout  the  area 
generally,  and  the  arrangements  made  for  Out-Patient  treatment, 
and,  when  necessary  (for  complicated  cases)  for  In-Patient  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  Cold  Arbour  or  Slade  Hospitals  have  worked  satis¬ 
factorily  during  the  year. 

Housing. — As  regards  Housing,  it  has  only  been  possible  to 
deal  with  the  most  urgent  matters,  and  arrears  have  accumulated 
during  the  war.  It  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  a  comprehensive 
survey  of  housing  conditions  in  the  near  future  in  order  to  get 
our  records  up  to  date. 

Water  Supply. — In  the  Rural  Areas  some  consideration  has 
been  given  by  the  Councils  to  the  question  of  the  supply  of 
wholesome  piped  water  to  those  communities  who  can  be  con¬ 
nected  up  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
of  the  various  districts  for  their  valuable  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.

Ambulance  Services 

(1)  For  accident  and  non-infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  Town  and  District. 

(2)  For  infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  and  serves  both  the  Urban  District  of  Bicester  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Ploughley.

“  Smith  ”  Isolation  Hospital  which  is  situated  within  the  Borough. 

(b)  SMALLPOX.  The  Borough  Council  is  one  of  the  constituent  authorities 
of  the  South  Chilterns  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board. 

(c)  The  Henley  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital  is  now  within  the  ex¬ 
tended  Borough  boundary.  It  is  a  well-equipped  Hospital  with  X-ray  and  operating 
theatre.

Scarlet  Fever.  Out  of  98  notified  cases  there  were  no  deaths.  The  majority  of 
the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type,  and  81  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Fever 
Hospital. 

Diphtheria.  There  was  only  one  case,  who  was  removed  to  Hospital  and  made 
a  good  recovery. 

Measles.  As  in  other  parts  of  the  country  measles  was  very  prevalent  during  the 
year.  354  patients  were  notified,  but  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

Whooping  Cough.  This  disease  was  also  prevalent  ;  there  were  87  cases,  with  one 
death. 

Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis.  Five  civilian  cases  were  notified,  all  of  which  received 
attention  in  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease.  In  addition, 
2  cases  occurred  amongst  non-civilians. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  district  during  1943.

Chilterns  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board.

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  South  Parks 
Road,  Oxford,  under  the  direction  of  Professor  G.  S.  Wilson.  Water  examinations 
are  also  carried  out  at  this  Laboratory.

Scarlet  Fever.  Amongst  42  notified  cases  of  this  disease  there  were  no  deaths. 
The  majority  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type,  and  33  were  treated  in  Hos¬ 
pital. 

Measles.  392  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  there  was  one  death  from 
the  disease. 

Whooping  Cough.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  out  of  the  33  notified 
cases. 

Diphtheria.  Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  the  patients  all  made 
complete  recoveries,  after  treatment  in  Hospital. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis.  Only  one  case  of  this  disease  was  notified,  and  re¬ 
covered  after  treatment  in  Hospital.

Fever  Hospital  Accommodation 

Cases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  which  is  situated  within  the 
Bicester  Urban  District.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  certain  patients  are,  when  necessary,  admitted  to  the  City  of  Oxford 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  in  The  Slade.  A  motor  Ambulance  is  stationed 
at  the  Hospital,  and  serves  both  the  Rural  District  and  the  Urban  District  of 
Bicester. 

Bacteriological  Laboratory  Work 

Is  now  carried  out  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  South  Parks 
Road,  Oxford,  under  the  direction  of  Professor  G.  S.  Wilson.  The  Laboratory 
also  undertakes  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water  supplies.

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  35  notified  cases  of  this  disease,  of  whom  28  received 
Hospital  treatment,  the  remainder  being  isolated  at  home.  There  were  no 
deaths,  and  the  majority  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type. 

Diphtheria.  Four  cases  of  this  disease  amongst  civilians  were  notified  during  the 
year.  All  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  and  made  a  good  recovery.  One  non¬ 
civilian  case  also  occurred. 

Measles.  This  disease  has  been  more  prevalent,  but  there  were  no  deaths  amongst 
the  306  cases  notified. 

Pneumonia.  One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis.  Four  cases  of  this  disease  amongst  civilians  were 
notified  during  the  year  and  they  all  received  Hospital  treatment;  in  addition 
one  non-civilian  case  occurred  in  the  district. 

Whooping  Cough.  89  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  three  complicated 
cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  There  was  one  death  from  the  disease. 

Paratyphoid.  One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  and  made  a  good  recovery 
after  treatment  in  Hospital.  The  patient  apparently  contracted  the  disease 
whilst  out  of  the  district  on  her  summer  holiday.
